Many of our 
merchants advertise broadly the 
selling of cotton free of charge, a n d 
the man who comes to Bryan need 
not pay a cent for having his cot­ 
ton sold. 
On arriving in Bryan with cot 
ton the farmer drives to a ware­ 
house or cotton yard and has his 
cotton weighed and sampled, th*1 
weigher giving him a receipt and 
sample for each bale, which he has 
the choice of taking to the cotton 
buyer direct, ami if satisfied with 
the price, he closet the deal and 
gets his money. 
If he is nut sal 
isfied and thinks it worth more 
than has been offered he can go to 
other buyers and get bids,
